The resolution grew out 
of

meeting of the Ways and Means 
sub-committee on mental 
health 
in which officials of the Detroit 
hospital outlined the “deplorable 
situation” created 
by 
lack 
of 
space.

The officials told the commit­ 
tee their hospital now has to re­ 
fuse all but homicidal maniacs. 
The resolution, 
introduced by 
Rep. Harry J. 
Phillips 
(R-Port 
Huron), said that the state was 
losing space for SOO mental pa­ 
tients by returning 
Fort 
Brady 
hospital at Sault Ste. Marie to the 
federal government. 
Phillips said the 
state 
would 
have to pay $10,000,000 to build 
a hospital which would match the 
Percy Jones capacity for 1,200 to i 
1,500 patients.

LANSING — (ZP) — The 
breach 
between Governor Williams and 
the Republicans over how to meet 
Michigan’s road problem widened 
perceptibly today. 
In his weekly radio address last 
night, Williams proclaimed “Let's 
get Michigan out of the m ud” and 
said his plan for an 
$18,608,000 
genet a1 fund appropriation 
was 
the only way to do it. 
But the Republican senate cau­ 
cus demanded in a resolution to 
Williams: “Allow us to consider a 
gas tax increase.” 
Williams Says No. 
In effect, Williams’ speech, cal­ 
culated to raise G. O. P. 
anger 
even higher than his last week 
broadcast, said “no” to the G. O. P. 
demand. 
Legally, the legislature 
cannot consider a Subject in a spe­ 
cial session unless the governor 
permits. 
The governor took to the air to 
argue that even if he accepted an 
increase in the 
gasoline 
tax 
it 
would not save Michigan roads. 
He contended that gas tax mon­ 
ey would “dribble” in all summer, 
never reaching a sufficient total to 
permit the job to be done before 
bad weather returns. 
“The state of Michigan is literal­ 
ly stuck in the m ud,” he said. 
“Our real need,” he said, “is for 
a lot of money to build a lot of 
roads and build them fast. T heres 
just one way to provide that mon­ 
ey in time for a real summer con­ 
struction program. There is just 
jone way to get Michigan out of the 
i mtid.

PRAGUE, 
Czechoslovakia 
— 
(ZP) — A Roman Catholic clergy­ 
man was sentenced today by 
a 
Prague court to life imprisonment 
on charges of high treason and 
spying for the Vatican. 
His nine co-defendants, all of 
them 
Catholic 
churchmen, 
re­ 
ceived lighter sentences ranging 
from two to 25 years. 
The official Czechoslovak news 
agency reported that nine of the 
clergymen 
were 
convicted 
of 
cither anti-state activity or trea­ 
son or both. 
The other drew a 
two-year sentence 
because 
he 
knew of the activities of the oth­ 
ers and did not report them. 
Some of the defendants 
were 
charged with contacting
